Ms. Hurtado serves on the Board of the International Hispanic Network (IHN) as the Vice President for Programs, 
is a member of Municipal Management Association of Northern California (MMANC) and International City/County 
Management Association (ICMA), and sits on the Cal-ICMA Preparing the Next Generation Committee (PNG). 
Ms. Hurtado recently served as Co-Chair of the ICMA Conference Planning Committee for the 2016 Annual 
Conference.  She holds a Masters in Social Work from San Jose State University and a BA in Sociology from the 
University of California in Santa Cruz.
